It has often been 
pointed out that our natural advantages are 
neater than England's and that our work- 
men can at least do as much In a day. 
What more do we need to compete? No 
republican has yet told us why oar people 
are not able to compete with any others on 
earth. And neither will he tell us. 


In reply to such a question you will only 


hear something abont higher wages here, 
aid then yon will be left to conclude for 
yourself that such wages preclude the pos- 
sibility of profitable competition. The talk 
Is as if every man in this country were aim- 
log to become a money lender. Such is not 
the case. Does the American workman get 
a larger share than the Englishman of what 
I* produced? Ib.ls notorious that the thing 
called capital insists upon larger profits 
here than in any other country in the world. 
The larger the share that goes to capital the 
less there must remain for labor 


It is the aim of the ave:age man to ex- 


change the product of his day's labor for as 
much as he can get of the things he needs 
and does not produce. His ultimate aim is 
not to get money, but that which money 
will buy. Tbe man who works at the forge 
all day does so to get bread and clothing 
and other things that are necessary for him 
and his. 
Yon 
can 
arrange 
mat- 


ten 
so as to give him a little 
silver than some other fellow gets and 


•t the same time a little less of the things 
that sllrer will buy. This is a game that 
to going on every day. 
The question for 


the America! workman is, what will his 
year's wages buy for him? Another ques- 
tion for him to consider is, how can he ex 
change the product of a year's toil for most 
of the things he wants? 


Your high protection does not increase 


the fruits of a day's labor. It does not make 
the crops grow any better, it does not oil 
the Jack plane which the carpenter shoves, 
it dees not lift a stone or turn a furrow. 
The labor of the country produces what it 
does without any asslstaece from protection. 
The only thing that protection does Is to 
come In and Interfere with the exchange of 
that product. What we produce Is valuable 
to us chiefly on account of what we can ex- 
change it for. Anything that depreciates its 
exchange value just robs labor of so much. 


Now it is probably the belief of Tbe 


Evening Post that American labor is as 
productive as any In the world. 
If this Is 


the case our labor need not be afraid of 
anything that the English workman can 
•how. If it is not afraid it will be called 
an Anglo-maniac; bnt this labor Is probably 
looking for more substantial results than 
any sweet words that may lie buried in the 
patriot's vocabulary. 


And why should our people get excited 


because the Prince of Wales "condescends" 
to appear as a witness? The theory of our 
social system is that he Is no better than 
any other man who behaves no worse. But 
the English aristocracy Is attending the 
trial In full dress, and so It passes for a big 
slow. It has no flement of special Inter- 
est, but the fashionable world chooses to 
patronlzelit, and therefore It becomes the 
fad. 


And the American writers who comment 


on the trial make use of the story to fire 
the deadly "moral" at the British aristoc- 
racy.
